The Government Report—Nlmty-foar Mil 


lion Aorei of Corn. 


Preliminary returns to the chief o 


the bureau of statistics of the depart 
mant of agriculture show the acreage 
of corn planted to bo about 94,011,001 
acres, an increate of about 2,080,001 
acres, or. 2 3 per cent, on the area 
planted laat year. The average con- 
dition of the growing crop on Jnly 
was 87 3, as compared with 86.4 on 
July 1,1904, 79 4 at the corresponding 
date in 1903 and a ten-year average o 
870. 


The average condition of winter 


wheat on Jnly 1, was 83.7 as compared 
with 85 5 laat month, 78 7 on Jnly 1 
1904, 78 8 at the correap'onding date in 
1903 and a ten-ye« average of 77.8 


The average, condition of spring 


wheat on July 1 was 91 0 as compared 
with 93 7 last month, 93 7 on July 1, 
1904, S3 5 it the corresponding date in 
1903 and a te^-year average of 89 3 


The ave age" condition on Jnly 1 of 


spring and wi >ter wheat combined 
waa 858 as compared with 84 5 on 
July 1, 1904, a- d »3 at the correspond- 
ing date in 1903. 


The amount of wheat remaining in 


the hands of farmers on July 1 is esti- 
mated at about 24,257,000 bushels, 
equivalent to about 4 4 per cent, of the 
crop of last year. 


The average condition of the oat 


crop on July 1 was 92 1 at compared 
with 92.9 last month, 89.8 on July 1, 
1904, 84 3 at the corresponding date in 
1,903 and a ten-year average of 88 5, 


The average condition of barley on 


July 1 waa 91.5 against 93.7 one month 
ago, 86 7 at the corresponding date in 
903 and a ten-years average of 88 3. 
The average condition of winter rye 


on July 1, was 92 7 aa compared with 
9S o on July 1,1904, 90.3 at the corre- 
sponding date in 1903 and a ten-year 
average of 89.1 


The average condition of spring rye 


on July 1 was 93.0 as compared with 
10.8 on July 1,1904,88.3 at the corre- 
iponding date in 1903 and a ten-year 
aversge of 88 4. 


The acreage of potatoes, excluding 


sweet potatoes, is leas than that of 
ast year by about 19,000 acres, or 6 
per cent. The average condition on
